BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:4

other expenses, for capital projects, and for other specified purposes,11

including the payment of any final judgments arising out of such12

activities, for the period ending June 30, 2003.13

(2) Unless the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions14

in this subsection apply throughout this act.15

(a) "Fiscal year 2002" or "FY 2002" means the fiscal year ending16

June 30, 2002.17

(b) "Fiscal year 2003" or "FY 2003" means the fiscal year ending18

June 30, 2003.19
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(c) "FTE" means full-time equivalent.1

(d) "Lapse" or "revert" means the amount shall return to an2

unappropriated status.3

(e) "Provided solely" means the specified amount may be spent only4

for the specified purpose.5
